Washington, Sept. 7 </*">—Rus- 


sia's handling of the 
Korean 


plane incident was regarded by 
diplomats here today as evidence 
that (tie Soviet still wants to con- 
fine Its conflict with the United 
States to diplomatic clashes. 


That is the aim, too, of the 


American government in Us re- 
lations with the Soviet-Commu- 
nist bloc. In addition the United 
States has displayed in the pres- 
ent Incident a determination not 
to denl directly with Moscow on 
u mutter which it contends in- 
volves the United Nations. 


The pfliivt with respect to Rus.- 
sian policy is impoi tant because 
American authorities are con- 
vinced that the Incidents of this 
kind will occur in tha futute as, 
In fact, they havu occurred in tltc 
past. 
Two American aircraft were 
.shot tlown by Yugoslavia in 1946 
when that country was still firm- 
ly tied to the Soviet. A United 
States navitl pinne was destroyed 
over the Baltic sea last April, 
allegedly by Soviet fighters Only 
last month Red China charged 
that 
American 
aircraft 
hail 
strafed an air strip in Manchuria, 
nnd the United States conceded 
In the U.K. that was "a possibil- 
ity."

Informed officials »ay incidents 


of this kind are frequently the 
result of the fact that airplanes 
do not follow the same rules of 
control as other means of travel 
or attack in war. Boundary lines 
arc more often than not obscure 
fiom the air.

UP)—The Republican party set its 
state campaign rolling today with 
a platform pledge to "speak out 
strongly" against what is called 
"bungling" by President Truman's 
administration, and to continue 
Governor Dewey's policies in the 
state. 


The platform was adopted un- 


animously last night by delegates 
to the state convention. 


Its 21 plank* dealt chiefly with 


state matters, but the preamble 
said bluntly; 


"We pledge now our full sup- 


port to the President in all meas- 
ures to win in the field and to 
make our nation secure" but "we 
shall speak out strongly against 
the bungling, indecision ami lack 
of foresight which have multiplied 
our danger." 


I'lank Provisions 


The platform's planks staled: 
1. The state's civilian defense 
setup, prepared nearly two years 
ago, is operating smoothly. 
2. Republicans will remain vigi-

In times of serious inflation 


dangers such as the present people 
are prone to think of ways to 
hedge against the drop in the 
value of the 
currency—in our 


case, the dollar. 


But it is not as simple as it 


sounds. 


By way of illustrating the diffi- 


culties note the conflicting U-ends 
of stock prices and wholesale com- 
modity prices over the past five 
years, 


One would suppose, if he had 


not noticed, that both commodity 
and s.tock prices would tend to 
run along together in their trends. 
It inflation seems probable—as it 
has for years—then one might 
expect both 
stocks and 
com-, 


modules to. advance in price. 


Yet when you look back at the 


record, you see that, at about the 
time, in 
194G, when . wholesale 


commodity prices started their 
last upward climb stock prices 
wore 
registering 
-their 
"1946 


peaks"—after which, you recall, 
the stock market plunged down- 
ward. While . commodities con- 
tinued to advance, during 1047 
and into the fall of 1048, stock 
prices ran up ana down without 
any major trend discernible, 


Inasmuch as commodities have 


already started a new advance, 
since Korea, one ruminates natur-" 
ally over the tiucsiton of whether 
stocks wilt again turn downward, 
in contrast to the upward1 trend 
of commodities. 


There is some reason for this 


contradictory, action of stock and 
commodity prices. 
An 
inflation 


of commodity and raw-material 
prices 
increases 
the 
costa of 


doing business, of course. Also, 
as we arc now witnessing, infla- 
tion causes demands for increased 
wages. Moreover, as inflation sets 
in, brought about by war (as at 
present) taxes are sure to be 
raised. Taxes add additional costs. 
And so it goes. 


The result seems to be that an 


inflation of the price level is np.t 
the bullish argument for stocks 
that many people suppose. Then, 
too, we know that a control bill 
has been passed. 
Whereas it is 


to be hoped that "controls" will 
limit the inflation, it also, must be 
recognized that 
they wiil 
also 


prove (probably) a. depressing in 
fluencc on stock prices. 


The economic situation is be 


coming embroiled.and it is difficult 
to sort out the pieces and make 
a logical whole. 
. 


Within the past week or two. 


for instance, we have witnessed 
two 
surprising 
announcements 


from one largo industrial organ! 
/ation: Chrysler Motor Cor Com- 
pany. 
Almost. 
simultaneously, 


Chrysler announced a whopping 
extra dividend on its slock ami n 
totally unexpected wage boost of 
10 cents an hour. 


Both of those moves arc infla- 


tionary, obviously, as they put 
more money into the pockets of 
both stockholders and workers. 
But what elKO lies behind these 
'sudden decisions on the .part of 
the directors? 


One can only speculate, unless 


ho has the private ear of the di- 
rectors. From one angle, it sug- 
gests that the labor market in De- 
troit is gutting so tight, that 
Chrysler had to raise General 
Motors' wage ante (of 5 cents) 
in order to hold workers and hire 
others. You see, this war-domnnd 
problem comes at «i t ime when our 
economy is running full blast, a.ul 
not depressed 
as 
in 
1940-1941. 


The labor force is employed. There 
is scarcity of capable auto work- 
ers today, not an over-supply. 


From the stockholder viewpoint, 


:he reason for the sudden "extra" 
is thought to be because Chrysler 
docs not tieed to hold back earn- 
,ngg 
today for additions to plants 


and equipment, so they are pass- 
'ng out the profits. Also, the di- 
"ectors may have thought 
the 


stoekhojder had been the forcot- 
ten man in the last several years 
and were trying to make up to 
' m . 


However, 
there 
is 
another 


.nought we might keep in mind. 
Often when corporations hand out 
great gobs of money—as several 
corporations are now doing, in- 
cluding 
General 
Motors 
and 


hrysler—it is a suggestion that 


the boom is winding up. Huso 
extra dividends and fat earnings 
mply the frosting on the cake 
s getting a bit too rich. So one 
might draw a warning sign from 
.hose 
generous 
hand-outs—to 


x>ih labor and capital—and con- 
side,r that perhaps "this is too 
good to last." 
It reminds one, 


somehow, of the exaggerated com- 
ment of the French Revolution, 
"if there isn't any bread givo 
;hem cake." This may sound cyn- 
cal, but it is always n good plan 
ao be cautious and contrary when 
the economic news is glowing.

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WE'LL HAVE TO REBUILD HORFA 
Military victory in Korea won't end our 


problems there. It will merely give us new 
ones, In the potttlcnl and economic sphere. 
Even though triumph in tho Hold may be 
many months away we ought to waste no 
time In sketching out plans to meet the com- 
ing problems. 


A look at Korea's economic condii on Is 


enough to rniiko clear the size of our future 
difficulties thoro. Korea is a land where 
21,000,000 people normally live close to star- 
vation. Poverty is the iiilc, even without 
war. 


But note what two months of war have 


done: Hundreds of villages have been lev- 
eled by fire and shell. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of farmers have been driven from 
their fields. Industrial plants have been 
bombed and looted. Transportation has been 
smashed. Except In the American-held see- 
tors almost every bridge south of the 38th 
parallel has been knocked out. 


With winter coming on, every coal mine 


Is in enemy hands. When the mines are 
recovered they will undoubtedly be found 
stripped of their machinery. Virtually no 
wood is available for fuel (or for housing). 
Koreans are fishermen as well as farmers — 
great numbers of thoir fishing' boats have 
been sunk. Oil tanks, warehouses, dock 
facilities and many other installations are 
gone. 


Wo are In Korea, to rescue (he people from 


Soviet-inspired aggression, But reports indi- 
cate they nevertheless hold us responsible 
for the war damage and look to us 1o make 
it good when the conflict is over. Thin may 
sound ungrateful, but it's eminently practical, 


Furthermore, there's precedent for such 


an attitude. At the end of World War II we 
put out more than $.'l billion to rehabilitate 
the Philippines. Most of the damage had 
been done by U. S. forces in freeing the 
islands from Japanese control, 


From Tokyo come signs we already are 


recognizing the magnitude of the Korean 
economic problems. K.C.A. officials plan to 
ship thousands of tons of cereals to Korea in 
the next £ow months. They're requesting 
preliminary surveys of immediate relief 
needs. Informed guesses are that $200 mil- 
lion will l)e needed to meet pressing needs 
between now and next July. About $7,oOO,- 
000 has been set aside to provide for spring 
rice planting. 


Americans may feel like complaining — 


"Just another area for us to support. Aren't 
we doing enough for the world ns> it is?" Of 
course it's painful, this vast job of helping 
countries all over tho world. But these are 
the burdens imposed by war and the threat 
of war. 


Had there raver been a World War IT, tho 


world would not have been so impoverished 
and prostrated an it has become in vast 
areas:. Thus it would not bo so ready a prey 
of communism. Anyone who has a realistic 
plan for averting thpso burdens undoubted- 
ly would be welcomed in Washington's high- 
est quarters. But in Korea as elsewhere 
there probably Is none. 


We can't save the Koreans irom Soviet 


do-'ination only to leave them a country in 
ruins. They must bo given the substance out 
of which to build n future in freedom.

THINKING OUT LOUD 


I heard the president of Smith College, Dr. Ben- 


jamin Fletcher Wright, say that somehow this 
country has been involved in every European war 
since Its existence. The reference was to empha- 
sise our being internationally-minded. 
For in- 


stunce, the Revolutionary War was related to a war 
between Great Britain and France, to which Spain 
and Holland were parties. This war was an after- 
math of the Seven Years War, which in this coun- 
try was known ns tho French and Indian Wars, 


However, a/tor the revolution, these Europcim 


vvnrs burcly affected our lives or our economies. 
Our population increased by immigfation from 
Kuropc, where social, political and economic con- 
ditions drove the populace to despair. Surely, these 
vast numbers who came to our shores from every 
country on earth, bm principally from Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, would not have braved the ter- 
rors of tho Atlantic and of unknown frontier life, 
were they not driven by necessity, 


Thus, tho United States was peopled by men 


and women who knew Europe and preferred our 
wikiurw ss. Here in freedom, they built a society 
in which government was a device designed to per- 
form only such duties as could not bo done by the 
individual or by voluntary groups. 


So intrenched was the concept that this country 


had to KO its own svay that in the annual message 
of President Filimora (December 2, 1S51), which 
was probably written by Daniel Webster, appears 
this' paniCTtiph which must sound queer to us in 
those days when the United Nations actually sits 
in New York and Jacob Malik denounces this coun- 
try on its own soil: 


"'Friendly relations with all, but entangling 


alliances with none.' has long been « maxim with 
us. Our true mission is not to propognte our opin- 
ions or impost' upon other countries our form of 
Kovernmcnl l;y artifice or force, but to teach, by 
example and show by on;1 success, moderation, and 
justice, the Wes.singH of self-government and the 
advnntiiKe* of free institutions. Let every people 
choose for itself, and make and al.ter its political 
institutions to suit its own condition and con- 
venience, tout while we avow and maintain this 
neutral polity ourselves, wo are anxious to see the 
sumo forebejirance on (he; part of other nations, 
whose forms of government are different from our 
own. . . . " 


Thn great change occurred prior to World War 


II when 
I his country moved into tho leadership 


rtcramsf Hitler's Germany. Perhaps it Is well to fix 
lhn point (it is possible to fix it at several points) 
at the AtU-.nlic Charter (August 14, 1841). 
This 


was alrwjt four months before, hy act of Congress, 
the United States entered the war. 


Since then, the United Slates has assumed what 


is .so often ctillrrl world leadership, but what' is, in 
reality, tho oblteilion of maintaining and support- 
ing specific- countries in Western Europe, and also 
Greece, Turley, Iran, Japan, China and part of 
Korea. 


China was eliminated from this group of sup- 


ported countries as a result of two conflicting 
ideas: One, that the cost of China would be so 
great us to make it Impossible simultaneously apd 
adwjuately to support Western Europe et al; and 
secondly, because of the machinations of the pro- 
Commtmfsf. group in the State Department wlio 
had turned China into a political liability for those 
in power. 


The economic effect of this program has been 


the increase in the public debt, the prolongation of 
Keyneaiitn economics in our country, and now, war 
in Korea, with the necessity for the resumption of 
wartime controls and the conscription of manpower 
and of commodities for war purposes. It has also 
accelerated tho inflation which has resulted in a 
reduction of the real value of currency, 
' Viewing the entire question of world leadership 
objectively, It is impossible not to ask whether 
t.TO.OOO.OOO people, with limited resources, can as- 
sume surh vast responsibilities without risking eco- 
nomic nml social collapse. 


Altrrnntlves have been offered in various forms, 


such as n more effective United Nations, union 
now, 
world fedcral.lon, the North Atlantic Fedcra- 


linn. etc. 
While each of those proposals contains 


nvmy supportable ideas, nil of them must inevitably 
result in the reduction of the United States to con- 
Irol hy Europe, either because of the larger popu- 
laliu.'i there or by majority rule amonR countries. 


This ts our problem and we need to think it out.
